All  available  data  on  federal  relief;  expenditures  in 
the  Jenez-Tewa,  Middle  Rio  Grande,  and  Puerco  areas  of  the  Upper 
Rio  Grande  Watershed  are  summarized  in  the  following  eight  tables • 
Expenditures  of  federal  funds  in  various  forms  by  the  following 
agencies  are  included: 

(1)  The  Works  Progress  Administration;  wage 

payments  on  work  projects 

(2)  The  Federal  Emergency  Relief  Adninstration; 

wage  payments  on  work  projects,  and 
direct  relief  grants 

(3)  The  New  Mexico  Relief  and  Security  Adninstration; 

direct  relief  grants  to  the  aged,   to  the 
"blind,  and  to  dependent  children.     The  State 
funds  disbursed  by  this  -agency  are  not  includ- 
ed in  the  data  following. 

CLl)     The  Rural  Rehabilitation  Division  of  the  Reset- 
tlement Administration;  direct  relief  grants 
and  loans  to  rural  families. 

(5)  The  Soil  Conservation  Service;  wage  payments 

to  relief  labor  on  work  projects 

(6)  The  Forest  Service; .wage  payments  to  relief 

labor  on  work  projects 

(7)  The  Indian  Service;  wage  payments  to  relief 

labor  on  work  projects 

Data  from  certain  agencies  were  obtainable  only  by 
counties.     As  indicated  in  the  tables,  county  totals  were  reduc- 
ed to  include  only  expenditures  to  the  population  of  those 
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portions  of  the  counties  within  the  area  of  concern.     In  most 
instances  the  county  totals  Yiere  reduced  according  to  the  per- 
centage of  the  rural  population  of  the  entire  county  included 
within  the  area  of  concern.     In  three  counties  #PA  expenditures 
were  obtained  "by  sub-units  of  the  county  and  the  total  for  the 
area  of  concern  thus  obtained  directly  from  the  records.  The 
percentage  of  total  county  expenditures  falling  within  the  area 
of  concern,  as  obtained  directly,  was  found  to  correspond  very 
closely  to  the  percentage  of  the  rur~.l  population  of  the  entire 
county  contained  within  the  ?>rea  of  concern.    Thus  the  margin 
of  error  in  the  figures  presented  is  probably  snail  and  not  sig- 
nificant . 

The  total  federal  expenditure  for  relief  in  the  three 
areas  during  1935  and  193&  &s  indicated  in  Table  VIII,  ap- 

proximately $3,600,000,  or  approximately  $198  per  rural  family, 
on  the  basis  of  the  lf^30  population. 

Complete  data  are  not  available  but  analysis  of  a  random 
11  per  cent  sample  of  the  rural  population  of  the  area  indicates 
that  some  60  per  cent  of  all  rural  families,  or  10,900  families, 
received  relief  in  some  f  rm  during  1935  and  193^*     ^e  total 
federal  relief  expended  in  1935  an'^-  193^  was,   then,  approximate- 
ly $330  per  rural  family  receiving  relief,  or  $165  per  family 
each  year.
